A strong New York voice of 
the New American poetry, he was born in 1921, raised in the Bronx, and graduated 


from CCNY. His recent large collection and study is called Technicians of the 


Sacred: A Range of Poetries from Africa, America, Asia and Oceania. He is an 


active translator of German poetry and drama. His New Young German Poets was 


published in 1959, and he made the working U.S. translation of Hochhuth's The 


Deputy. 


Readings are held at 9 p.m. in the mixed lounge (room 651) of the Hall Building, 


Maisonneuve Boulevard and Bishop Street. The public is invited.
